Second deferment on state water import to be asked

In a move to avert having the state begin to design a costly coastal aqueduct for 
state water importation at county expense next Jan. 1, the County Water Agency is 
expected shortly to request state approval of a second two-year deferment. 
County Water Agency Engineer-manager Charles Lawrance said the Water Agency 
board headed by County Supervisor Harrell Fletcher of Santa Maria will be asked to 
adopt a resolution Oct. 25 asking the State Department of Water Resources to hold 
back until Jan. 1, 1979. 
Lawrance predicted that San Luis Obispo County “ will go along” with Santa Bar­ 
bara County in such a request. The proposed aqueduct to carry Feather River water 
into both counties would be built to bring imported water south into Santa Maria ter­ 
minus area.^md then be distributed through Santa Barbara County by a separate 
system. 
The thinking of the Water Agency board and staff is that prior to Jan. 1,1979, the 
county government and public will have formulated a way to go in regard to the con­ 
troversial project.

The county “ has the right to defer construction” of the coastal aqueduct in con­ 
junction with San Luis Obispo, Lawrance explained. This would be the counties’ se­ 
cond two-year deferment request and is expected to get state approval without dif­ 
ficulty. 


Meanwhile, Lawrance’s office is hard at work on completion of the first phase of 
the County Water Resource Plan, scheduled for submission by next June. Courses of 
action are expected to be put before the Board of Supervisors at that time on the 
basis of staff findings regarding possible dam locations on Salsipuedes Creek in Lom­ 
poc Valley, and Round Corral Dam site in the north county; possible raising of Brad­ 
bury Dam holding back Lake Cachuma, and storage projects other than Cachuma. 
Lawrance expressed hope that the County Comprehensive Plan can be approved by 
that time so that elements in the complicated county water picture can better be fit­ 
ted together. 


Even though allowance is made for conjunctive water use, water conservation and 
water reclamation projects, Lawrance feels there is the possibility that “ prudent

planning” be seen necessary to allow for state water also in some measure. 
Delivery of 1,200 acre feet of state water is scheduled starting in 1980 with the 
county obligated to pay for it whether the county takes it or not, Lawrance said. 
The various steps lying ahead for county officialdom to take lead up to a con­ 
templated county-state water bond issue which could become a ballot measure in 
November, 1978, Lawrance showed. The county’s second phase of its Water Resource 
Plan would have been completed by June of that year, if it is on schedule. 


Also, prior to any November ballot measure in 1978, there would be time for en­ 
vironmental, engineering and bond counsel reports to be made available to county of­ 
ficials and the public as well. 


Also figuring in county decisions to be made concerning import of state water will 
be a report that is being formulated for the county concerning feasibility of having , 
state water come into the county via Ventura County, a “ back door route” which has 
been criticized in some quarters as shutting the north county out of future state water 
if it is adopted.

SEOUL. South Korea (U P I) - Anti­ 
aircraft ground batteries opened fire 
twice today when an American commer­ 
cial cargo plane strayed into the 
restricted air space over Seoul, govern­ 
ment officials said. 
Police said more than 10 persons were 
injured, one of them seriously, by 
shrapnel. 
Government officials said Northwest 
Airlines Boeing 707 cargo flight No 902, 
which took off from Kimpo International 
Airport shortly for Tokyo, strayed into 
the restricted air zone of the capital 
Ground batteries opened fire for about 
three minutes starting at 6 12 pm local 
time. Thirty-five minutes later, the bat­ 
teries fired again for another three 
minutes. 
Police said two men, one of them a 
high school student on the ground, were 
hit in the shoulder and leg by stray 
shrapnel An aged woman was hit in the 
head and was in serious condition at a 
hospital, they said 
The air space over Seoul is off-limits to 
all airplanes. In the past, military and 
commercial airplanes had violated the 
restricted air zone several times, draw­ 
ing ground fire.

President Ford today received a swine 
flu shot to dramatize support for his 
nationwide immunization program and 
health officials in Pittsburgh, where the 
first word of deaths following inocula­ 
tions broke, said vaccinations will 
resume Monday. 
Nationwide at least 38 persons have 
died thus far after receiving the injec­ 
tions. 
The President, seeking to stem fears 
created by the deaths, received a 50-cent 
flu shot in the basement of the White 
House and reported afterwards, “ I didn’t 
feel a thing.” 
The shot was administered by his per­ 
sonal physician. Rear Adm. William L. 
Lukash. 
In Pittsburgh, the Allegheny County 
Health Department announced resump­ 
tion of the local swine flu immunization 
program next Monday with several 
modifications designed to reduce stress 
for elderly recipients and others in the 
“ high risk” category. 


Health Director Frank B Clack said 
the county’s 13 neighborhood clinics, 
which had been administering shots, will 
be reopened on Monday. They were 
closed last Tuesday following the deaths 
of three elderly Pittsburgh residents who 
had been immunized 
“ The Allegheny County Health Depart­ 
ment will resume its flu immunization 
program for elderly and other “ high 
risk” persons this Monday, Oct 18,” 
Clack said. 


Latest reports from around the 
country reveal five deaths in Penn­ 
sylvania, six in Oklahoma; five in Ohio; 
three each from M ichigan and 
Washington state and North Carolina; 
two each in Kansas, Texas and Tennes­ 
see and one each in Colorado, Florida, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Massachusetts, Mis­ 
sissippi and Utah. 
Rear Adm. William L. Lukash, Ford’s 
personal physician, gave the President 
half a cubic centimeter of bivalent swine 
flu and A-Victoria serum with a needle 
six inches below the chief executive’s 
left shoulder line. 
“ You mean it's all over?” Ford said. 
“ Yes, sir,” Lukash said. 
Ford turned to reporters watching in 
the doctor’s White House basement of­ 
fice and said, "See how simple it is.” 
Before getting the injection, the Presi­ 
dent looked at photographers waiting for 
the needle moment and said with a 
smile, “ Should I wince?” 
The President’s decision to try to boost 
his administration’s $135 million Im­ 
munization plan was made while cam­ 
paigning in New York Wednesday Ford 
stressed the need for Americans to be in­ 
oculated to avert a possible swine flu 
outbreak this winter. 
“ I strongly believe that it’s necessary 
for every one of 215 million Americans 
to be inoculated.” Ford said. 
The President said he had discussed 
the deaths with experts and didn’t 
believe the victims, mostly elderly and 
afflicted with heart disease, died 
because of the vaccine

Hart-Saucedo debate 
Campaign 
reveals similarities

Democratic incumbent Assemblyman 
G ary H a rt and his Republican 
challenger, Ray Saucedo, met head to 
head last night in a debate that may have 
turned up more similarities than dif­ 
ferences between the two candidates. 
The debate played in Lompoc Library 
to an audience of about 95 persons under 
the auspices of the American Associa­ 
tion of University Women Moderator 
Dianne Owens set the program in motion 
at 8 p.m.. following a short chapter 
business meeting. 
If statements made by the candidates 
are any indication, both are in favor of 
tax reform to limit property taxes to 
property related services ( Basically that 
would be to remove education costs and 
social services from the property tax ); 
both are in favor of some sort of 
academic demonstration as a requisite 
for graduation from high school (A bill 
authored by Hart has become law, man­ 
dating a proficiency examination as a 
condition for graduation. Saucedo said 
the law was a step in the right direction, 
but that it didn’t go far enough ); both 
favor no-fault auto insurance, Hart, 
"strongly,” and Saucedo would “ pos­ 
sibly” support such legislation after 
more research; both favor curbs on 
spending, particularly in terms of 
legislator office expenses (Saucedo 
scored the spending of legislators as 
shown by a newspaper article that said 
the average expense for legislator staffs 
and offices was $200,000 annually Hart 
defended his own office expenses, and 
noted that he is one of few legislators 
who drives a state economy car instead 
of a full-sized car Later, Hart said his 
own office expenses in Sacramento were 
a little above $100.000 compared to 
Saucedo’s illustration of $200,000 ); both 
favored coupling property tax reform 
with reductions in government spending; 
both are or were school teachers. 
(Saucedo declared his experience was 
superior to Hart’s; and Hart defended 
his own experience). 
There were some differences, some of 
them sharp differences, some of them 
less sharp 


Saucedo, for example, said, “ We must 
draw the line on the amount of money we 
spend on education ” There wasn t a 
direct correlation in comments by Hart, 
but he defended a bill he supported that 
brought more money to Lompoc schools. 
The question split the candidates and 
wound up on a diffused note 
Hart 
defended his support for SB 220. while 
Saucedo was critical of the bill and 
critical of Hart’s support of it because in 
his view, it tended to increase taxes 
In other respects, Saucedo said he was 
opposed to any legislation that would 
give public employes the right to strike, 
scored campaign contributions from 
labor unions and criticized Hart for ac­ 
cepting money from the California 
Teachers Association. Later, Hart 
defended his acceptance of CTA money 
and noted that he had reported all con­ 
tributions of whatever amount 
Saucedo said he favored and had 
proposed legislation to limit the property 
tax to property related services and sub­ 
stitute a gross income tax measure to 
make up the difference Hart disagreed, 
noting that a gross income tax without 
possibility for deductions for such ex­ 
igencies as catastrophic illnesses, would 
work a hardship on many families 
Saucedo defended his tax reform 
proposal, praised Hart’s point on the 
question of deductions, and said, he too, 
might want to write some provision for 
deductions into the tax reform proposal 
The latter qualification brought an im 
mediate retort from Hart. "Then you’re 
really not proposing a gross income tax 
method,” he said Saucedo attempted to 
clarify his position, but it was apparent 
that Hart had found a soft spot in the 
proposal. 
In a brief summation of his position, 
Saucedo said property tax reform and 
tax relief had top priority in his cam­ 
paign He said he was also commited to a 
rollback of government spending, and to 
getting people off welfare. He scored 
welfare chiselers. 
Hart spoke more fully in his summa­ 
tion "The question is whether I ’ve been 
a good legislator’»” Then he went on to 
enumerate his performance factors

Carter said he had “ never accused Mr. 
Ford of doing anything wrong 


“ I just want to make sure he lets the 
people have access to him and have 
press conferences like I do,” he said.

Syrian forces move five 
miles closer to Beirut 


BEIR U T . Lebanon (U P I) - Tank-led 
Syrian forces captured two more 
Palestinian-held villages on the highway 
toward Beirut today, moving five miles 
closer to the capital under heavy 
shellfire. 
In the capital, heavy street fighting 
with rockets, mortars and machine guns 
claimed 58 dead over the past 24 hours 
Shells fell within the grounds of the 
presidential palace at Baabda, six miles 
southeast of Beirut, setting off a fire in 
the surrounding woods. 
Palestinian military sources conceded 
the fall of Shanai and Bhamdoun, 12 
miles southeast of Beirut and on the 
Damascus-Beirut 
highway. 
Syrian 
armed forces which were now reported 
advancing toward Aley, the last major 
Palestinian-leftist stronghold on the 
highway east of Beirut. 
Aley was also coming under attack 
from Christian forces attempting to ad­ 
vance from K ah aleh , IVfc m iles 
northwest of the leftist stronghold. 
Christian spokemen predicted Aley’s fall 
to the combined Christian-Syrian thrust 
was only hours away. 


Palestinian military spokesmen es­

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Bolivia 
jet crash 
kills 100 
SANTA CRUZ, Bolivia (U P I) - The 
victims were mostly the poor people of 
this city — children playing soccer after 
school, the residents of a poor barrio lin­ 
ing up at a filling station to buy kerosene 
to fuel their stoves for the evening meal. 
In all an estimated 100 of them were 
killed when an American-owned Boeing 
707 lost power on takeoff Wednesday 
afternoon and slashed through one of the 
major streets of this city of 500,000, 
engulfing bystanders with flaming fuel 
as the cargo plane exploded on a soccer 
field. 
There were screams from the dying 
and from horrified spectators as the 
flaming aviation fuel turned the victims 
into charred bodies in the worst aviation 
disaster in the history of Bolivia. Others 
seared by the flaming fuel were rushed 
to hospitals in agony. 
Sixty-five bodies lay in a local morgue, 
many of them children. Rescue teams 
were s till searching through the 
wreckage for other bodies but many of 
the victims were incinerated and others 
were chopped into bits by the jagged 
pieces of the wreckage from the plane 
which hit the ground at nearly 200 miles 
per hour and disintegrated into a 100 
yard wide path of destruction. 
The plane was owned by Jet Power 
Inc. of Miami and had been leased to 
Lloyd Bolivian Airlines through Rodel 
Enterprises, also of Miami. Its three- 
man American crew died in the crash. 
Authorities said the plane arrived with 
cargo from Houston. It was returning 
empty. 
The pilot gave no hint of trouble when 
it took off but apparently there was an 
engine failure and it faltered and fell to 
the ground, cutting down trees and 
telephone poles as it smashed across the

Duncan calls request for sign 
ordinance study 'an insult' 


A petition by 31 Goleta area 
businessmen asking for an im­ 
partial study of the county's 
sign ordinance was deemed “ an 
insult" by a veteran member of 
the County Planning Commis­ 
sion Wednesday. The commis­ 
sion voted to turn the m atter 
back to the Board of Super­ 
visors 
The petition, which declared 
the present ordinance is “too 
s tric t and d e trim e n ta l to 
b u sin e ss," had been sent 
earlier to the board asking that 
the study be conducted outside 
the Planning Commission The 
board's referral to the Commis­ 
sion asked that it set up a com­ 
m ittee to consider possible 
changes in the sign ordinance 
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Calling the petition “an in­ 
sult," commission member Dr.

A new study of a m ajor 
natural petroleum seep off Coal 
Oil Point, off the Goleta coast, 
contains conclusions which 
state that it has been monitored 
at a high per day hydrocarbon 
emission rate, with gas con­ 
centrations continuing to reach 
land and causing nausea es­ 
pecially during on-shore winds. 
The tech n ical rep o rt of 
Meteorology Research, Inc., of 
Altadena, stated its in-depth 
study also found that emissions 
and odors from the seep "are 
in excess of any other source 
found in the area.” 
The seep two miles off Coal 
Oil Point and seven-eighths of a 
mile east of Platform Holly, 
operated by Atlantic-Richfield 
Co. (ARCO), was monitored at 
a six-ton per day hydrocarbon 
emission rate, it was stated. 
Other pertinnent conclusions 
of the study just released are: 
— The emissions from this 
seep are laden with odoriferous 
components to the extent of 
nausea 


— 
T he 
d is p e r s io n 
characteristics over the chan­ 
nel are such that there is little 
decrease in concentrations over 
the water. Thus, the gases 
reach the land in a con­ 
centrated manner. 
— The seep is quite capable of 
causing an odor episode during 
onshore winds. 
The m o n ito rin g in the 
Montezuma Field off Goleta 
was performed with Dr. P R 
H arrison as principal in­ 
vestigator, along with a techni­ 
cian, J Baratti, and an ARCO 
staff, the report showed. 
The report was prepared for 
ARCO and was released by the 
oil company, which has an 
onshore processing and storage 
complex at Ellwood making use 
of production from Platform 
Holly. 
The Ellwood complex has 
been under criticism for 
several years by residents of 
several Goleta Valley areas as 
being a principal source of odor 
problems causing nausea and 
other distress. 


Oil company spokesmen have 
replied by saying they are 
tightening up fugitive emissions 
from the plant and pointing to 
the ocean seeps as a con­ 
tributing factor to the odor 
complaints. 
Although natural seeps have 
been known in the area prior to 
oil development of the channel, 
conservationists and others 
have claimed that emissions 
from seeps have seemingly 
become more pronounced since 
drilling was allowed in the 
area. A UC Santa Barbara team 
recently claimed it has found a 
new major seep not far from 
Platform Holly. This seep loca­ 
tion was not mentioned in the 
study performed for ARCO.

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3 Americans win Nobel prizes in economics, medicine 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPf) — Three Americans won the Nobel 
Prizes in Medicine and Economics today in a clean sweep of the 
first 1976 awards of the world’s most honored prizes. 
The Nobel Prize for Economics went to Prof. Milton Friedman 
of the University of Chicago. The Medicine Prize was shared by 
Prof. Baruch S. Blumberg, of the Institute for Cancer Research, 
Philadelphia, and D. Carleton Gajdusek, of the National Institute 
of Health, Bethesda, Md. 
The 1976 prizes have a cash value of $150,000, eight per cent more 
than last year due to inflation. 
The Swedish Academy of Sciences cited Friedman for his 
“independence and brilliance,” and said he wielded a rare in­ 
fluence on government policies as well as scientific research. 
It said the Brooklyn-born Friedman, 64, won the honor “for his 
achievements in the fields of consumption analysis, monetary 
history and theory, and for his demonstration of the complexity of 
stabilization policy,” the Academy said. 
Blumberg, 51, and Gajdusek shared the Medicine award for 
“their discoveries concerning new mechanisms for the origin and

dissemination of infectious diseases,” the Karoolinska Instituue 
announced. 
The awards were the first of the 1976 Nobel Season. They will be 
followed Friday by the scheduled announcement of the prestigious 
Peace Prize. 
In awarding the Medicine prize, the Institute said Gajdusek, who 
lives in Chevy Chase, Md., has studied “a unique type of brain dis­ 
eases” that occur without fever or inflammatory reaction in the 
brain and may arise in man decades after exposure to the infec­ 
tious agent. 
“In spite of this, the diseases are caused by infectious agents 
which Gajdusek could identify by inoculation of chimpanzees,” 
the Institute said. 
The Institute said Blumberg, “has discovered a way of in­ 
dicating the presence of hepatitis B virus in blood,” and also, 
“made it possible to produce gamma globulin and vaccine, which 
protects against this type of infection.” 
Blumberg, who lives in Philadelphia, said today he felt 
“terrific” and was pleased the Institute for Cancer Research had 


been recognized for the discovery of an infectious agent that 
causes a major form of hepatitis. 
“It’s kind of a nice thing for Philadelphia in the Bicentennial 
year,” he added. 
“The work that we’ve done at the Institute for Cancer Research 
had to do with the discovery of an infectious agent that causes one 
of the major forms of hepatitis (an inflammatory disease of the 
liver),” Blumberg said. 
“The cause of this disease had not been known prior to the work 
that we had done. With identification of the agent, it’s been possi­ 
ble to prevent a great deal of hepatitis. 
“The frequency of hepatitis in transfusion and injections has 
gone down.” 
Blumberg said he has headed a team of scientists studying the 
virus (or infectious agent) at the institute for more than 10 years. 
Blumberg is married, has four children and has been a senior 
member at the institute since 1964. He is also associate director for 
clinical research. He joined the institute from the National In­ 
stitute of Health. 


Friedman, an economics professor at the University of Chicago, 
likes to float economic ideas and let others swim with them. 
“It’s not my job to persuade people about things,” says 
Friedman. “I just develop ideas and leave them lying around for 
other people to pick up.” 
A prolific writer, Friedman has contributed columns to 
“Newsweek” magazine since 1966. He has been an on-and-off ad­ 
viser to government leaders for the past two decades. 
Friedman once described himself as “a reactionary of the worst 
sort.” He was principal economic adviser to Sen. Barry Goldwater 
when the Arizona Republican ran for the presidency and lost in 
1964. 
Friedman also found some of his ideas being grabbed up by the 
liberals, particularly his suggestion of replacing the welfare 
system with a “negative income tax.” 
Under the scheme, all families whose income fell below 
allowable exemptions would receive checks from the Internal 
Revenue Service, rather than pay taxes. Friedman said the system 
would give the poor an incentive to leave welfare. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford did not misuse 
campaign funds while he was a 
Michigan congressman and a 
federal investigation into the 
matter has been ended, Special 
Watergate Prosecutor Charles 
Ruff said today. 
“The m atter has now been 
closed and counsel for the 
President has been so advised,” 
said Ruff in a written state­ 
ment 
Ruff s announcement that 
Ford had been cleared in a 
probe into 1972 cam paign 
financing in his home district 
removed a major problem for 
the President in his battle with 
Democrat Jimmy Carter for 
the White House. 
As Ruff broke silence in the 
case with his statem ent to 
reporters at the Justice Depart­ 
ment. sources said he had sent 
a letter to Ford late Wednesday 
informing him of the good 
news 
Ford did not comment im­ 
mediately. although he earlier 
denied any personal use of cam ­ 
paign funds in connection with 
the in v e stig a tio n , w hich 
allegedly looked into money 
from a maritime union 
In his statement. Ruff did not 
mention a demand by Rep John 
Conyers. D-Mich , that he in­ 
vestigate Ford in connection 
with another m atter — allega­ 
tions by John Dean that Ford 
trie d to h elp b lock th e 
W atergate investigation as 
House Republican leader in 
1973 
But Ruff was clear on the 
campaign finances issue. 


‘ The evidence developed dur­ 
ing this investigation was not 
corroborative of the allegation 
on which it was predicated.” 
Ruff said “ Nor did evidence 
disclosed during the inquiry 
into that allegation give reason 
to believe that any other viola­ 
tions of law had occurred ” 


Ruff referred to a report by 
an FBI informant alleging Ford 
misused political contributions 
from 1964 to early 1974 while he 
was a House m em ber and 
Republican leader 
FBI Director Clarence M 
Kelley turned the report over to 
Attorney General Edward H 
Levi who in turn, asked Ruff to 


assume jurisdiction. 
Ruff said he agreed to in­ 
vestigate and received a formal 
assignment dated last July 16. 
“The information furnished 
to the attorney general by the 
FBI concerned a previously un­ 
reported allegation that politi­ 
cal contributions from certain 
named unions had been trans­ 
mitted to the political commit­ 
tees in Kent County, Mich., 
with the understanding that 
they would be passed on to Mr. 
Ford for his personal use,” 
Ruff said in a statement issued 
to reporters. 
Ford, who was informed of 
the decision to drop the in­ 
vestigation Wednesday night, 
had earlier urged that the mat­ 
ter be quickly cleared up to 
clean the political air in his 
race against Democrat Jimmy 
Carter for the White House 
Ruff, who was not present 
when the statement was handed 
out at the Justice Department, 
said that the White House had 
complied fully with the investi­ 
gation 
“Counsel for the President 
complied with this request and, 
also at the special prosecutor’s 
request, authorized the Internal 
Revenue Service to make 
available the work product* of 
its 1973 audit of President 
Ford's income tax returns for 
the years 1967-1972.” the state­ 
ment said 
Ruff also discounted any 
political motivation by the in­ 
formant who sparked the in­ 
vestigation. 
“This allegation was made to 
an agent of the FBI by an in­ 
dividual who had recently 
become aware of the underly­ 
ing information.” Ruff said. 
“Investigation has revealed no 
apparent motive on the part of 
this individual to fabricate." 
The prosecutor said his staff 
and FBI agents examined 
public records of the union con­ 
tributions and money Ford's 
c a m p a ig n 
c o m m it t e e s 
received 


Ruff said persons who might 
have information were inter­ 
viewed either by his attorneys 
or FBI agents or both He said

Gypsy moth 
infestation 
hits state 
SAN JOSE (UPI) - Cali­ 
fornia is suffering its first in­ 
festation of the "resident” 
variety of the voracious tree- 
eating gypsy moth, state and 
county agriculture officials dis­ 
closed Wednesdaty. 
Egg masses of the dread in­ 
sect (Lymantria Dispar), each 
containing up to 1,000 eggs, 
have “heavily infested” six 
back yards in a nearby surburb, 
officials said. 
“This is the one we really 
fear,” said Cosmo Insalaco. 
deputy agricultural commis­ 
sioner of Santa Clara County, 
which has an annual $15 million 
fruit crop industry. 
“It has no natural enemies, 
multiplies rapidly, and will feed 
mi 400 to 600 hosts from peaches 
and apricots to oaks and pines 
We don't know yet if it feeds on 
redwood trees, since none ex­ 
ists in the infected eastern 
states ” 
The moth invaded the United 
States from its native Europe in 
1869 and now infests 11 million 
acres in the New England 
states and annually consumes 
more than a million trees The 
gypsy moth caterpillar has 
been detected in California 
since 1973 but the "resident" 
variety of the insect is more 
feared by agriculture officials 
"We hope to find an eradicant 
that will do the best job and 
have the least number of side 
effects,” Insalaco said

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Death penalty 
law challenged 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
most important challenge to 
California's capital punishment 
law since it was enacted three 
years ago is based on the case 
of a man who has yet to be 
sentenced to die 
The justices of the state 
Supreme Court are being asked 
to rule on the constitutionality 
of the mandatory death penalty 
law in light of a July 2 decision 
by the U.S. Supreme Court, 
which set down guidelines for 
administration of the death 
penalty 
The court hears oral argu­ 
ments today in the case of 
Steven Rockwell, convicted in 
May of kidnap, rape and 
murder. Before Rockwell was 
sentenced or even determined 
eligible for the death penalty, 
his case was accepted by the 
state high court. 
The result could be decisive 
not only for Rockwell but for 
the 64 men and one woman 
awaiting the gas chamber on 
California's death row. 
Rockwell, 25, was found 
guilty of kidnaping, raping and 
murdering 
18-year-old 
Linda 
Beth Coverly of Van Nuys. She 
was abducted in January from a 
shopping center and her body 
was later found in the Los 
Padres National Forest. 
Rockwell was prosecuted un­ 
der the 1973 state law man­ 
dating the death penalty if a 
jury, in a separate hearing 
following the trial, found the 
crime included any of several 
“ special circumstances" 
In Rockw ell’s case, the 
prosecution 
contended 
the 
death 
penalty circumstances 
applied because he killed a 
witness (Miss Coverly) to pre­ 
vent her from testifying, com­ 
mitted a murder during a kid­ 
naping and com m itted a 
murder during a rape 


The jury in the Rockwell 
penalty trial deadlocked, howe­ 
ver, and before a new hearing 
could be held the Ventura 
County Public Defenders chal­ 
lenged 
the special circum­ 
stances section, claiming it did 
not meet U S. Supreme Court 
guidelines for capital punish­ 
ment. 


The state Supreme Court 
agreed to rule on the matter by 
ordering the Ventura County 
Superior Court to show cause 
why it should not be “ absolute­ 
ly and forever” restrained from 
going to trial against Rockwell 
on special circumstances. 


Although it declared the 
death 
penalty 
constitutional, 
the U S Supreme Court struck 
down the death statutes of 
North Carolina and Louisiana. 
The public defender claims that 
the California law contains 
provisions similar to those 
laws. 


In addition, Rockwell’s de­ 
fenders asserted that the 
California law does not contain 
provisions of the Texas or 
Florida laws the court found 
constitutional, including those 
giving the jury the right to con­ 
sider many factors about the 
defendant and the crime. 


“ The California jury has not 
such luxury, but is relegated to 
the status of a robot and com­ 
pelled to make a finding of 
whether or not the allegation of 
special circumstances has been 
proved,” they said in written 
briefs. 


In reply, the attorney gene­ 
ral's office asserts that because 
the California law has the 
punishment phase of the trial 
separate, the second phase 
“ becomes available for the 
benefit of the defendant.” 


Scientists solve mystery 
of King Tut's grandmother 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (UPI) — University of Michigan scientists have solved the 
mystery of King Tut s grandma 
A team of researchers headed by Dr. James Harris announced Wednesday they 
have identified the remains of Queen Tiy, originally uncovered in Egypt’s Valley of 
the Kings in 1898. 
In addition to the historic significance, Harris said the solution of the historic rid­ 
dle will open a new era of archaeology. 
“This means you can take modern scientific technology and for the first time use it 
to solve much of the mystery that has existed for 3,000 years,” Harris said. 
The queen, considered the missing link in royal Egyptian lineage, was the grand­ 
mother of King Tutankhamen, whose mummified remains were discovered in 1922 in 


the same area. 
She was the mother of King Akenaten, the first pharaoh to adopt monotheism by 
establishing sun worship as the official religion. 
But a lack of scientific technology and some careless bookkeeping prevented ar­ 
chaeologists from linking a clue in Tut s tomb to the mummy of the queen until 
recently. 
Her remains were found in a tomb with other Egyptian royalty in 1898 but grave 
robbers had stripped all identification and scientists said they could not identify her. 
The queen and several other unidentified mummies were placed in a sealed 
chamber in Cairo, but curators forgot where they put her. An Egyptian museum 
curator accidentally found the mummies two years ago and he asked Harris to seek 
an identification. 
Harris said the big break in the case came when scientists started using a 3,000- 
year-old strand of hair encased in a small gold casket found in King Tut’s tomb in 
1922. 
Using sophisticated computer analysis, scientists gradually eliminated all other 
possibilities among numerous unidentified mummies in Egypt to verify the queen’s 
identity. 
That process, Harris said, now can be used to identify other artifacts of that 
dynasty as well as any new finds that require careful analysis of substances for iden­ 
tification. 


'Montezuma treasure' recovery 
brings jail for fisherman 


Ford role in blocking 
Watergate probe hinted 


VERACRUZ, Mexico (UPI) 
— Sixty-one bars of gold and 
filigreed Aztec ornaments — 
possibly part of the legendary 
“Treasure of Montezuma” — 
were 
discovered 
piecemeal 
over the past year by an 
im p o v e ris h e d 
M e x ic a n 
fisherman. 
But instead of fame and for­ 
tune, the fisherman, and the 
Veracruz jeweler to whom he 
allegedly sold his find at a frac­ 


tion of its value, are in prison 
awaiting trial. 
Under Mexican law, all 
archaeological and other finds 
of precious metals belong to the 
state. 
Authorities identified the sus­ 
pects Wednesday as fisherman 
Raul Hurtado, 25, and jeweler 
Luis Ortega Hernandez. 
Whether Hurtado’s find is 
part of the Aztec gold sought by 
treasure hunters for more than 


four centuries is under study by 
Mexican archaeologists. 
Ortega allegedly paid Hur­ 
tado $5,680 for the treasure, 
which includes filigreed and 
laminated ornaments of the 
Aztec era as well as 61 gold 
bars. 
At today’s prices, the find 
would fetch more than $50,000 
for the metal alone. 
Its historical value cannot be 
calculated. 
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Storms strike wide area of U.S. 
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United Press International 
Storms sent cold winds howl­ 
ing over the mountains of the 
West and kicked up strong 
winds over portions of the 
Great Lakes and the Northeast 
early today but produced only a 
smattering of rain.

Nuclear winds 
passing again

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The presidential race between 
Gerald Ford and Jimmy Carter 
is a tossup among voters in the 
nation’s most populous state, 
the California Poll reported to­ 
day. 
The independent survey by 
Field Research Corp. showed 
Ford was preferred by 44 per 
cent and Carter by 43 per cent 
of 1.659 voters reached by 
telephone in the two days 
following the candidates’ Oct. 6 
debate. 
Four per cent preferred 
minority candidates and 9 per 
cent were undecided. 
The survey confirmed an 
earlier sampling which showed 
the Democratic nominee had 
lost much of the 20 percentage 
point lead over Ford which he 
enjoyed last August. Carter led 
Ford 53 per cent to 33 per cent 


in early August and 44 to 40 per 
cent in late September. 
Pollster Mervin D. Field said 
Ford is gaining strength partly 
from GOP voters who are clos­ 
ing ranks out of party loyalty. 
Eighty-one per cent of the 
state’s Republicans back the in­ 
cumbent and only 10 per cent 
are declaring themselves for 
Carter. 
Carter, meanwhile, has the 
apparent support of only 63 per 
cent of California’s Democrats 
and 20 per cent are leaning 
toward Ford. Field also said 
Carter’s appeal to traditionally 
Democratic union members, 
Catholics. Jews and Spanish­ 
speaking voters is “ below par.” 


The poll showed only 2 per 
cent of the voters saying they 
would vote for independent 
Eugene McCarthy.

Pepper Steak with Rice 


3 cups hot cooked rice 
1 lb. lean beef round steak, cut Vz inch thick 
1 tbsp. paprika 
2 tbsp. butter or margarine 


2 cloves garlic, crushed 
IV2 cups beef broth 
1 cup sliced green onions, including tops 


2 green peppers, cut in strips 
2 tbsp. cornstarch 
Vt cup water 
V4 cup soy sauce 
2 lge fresh tomatoes, cut in eighths (optional) 
While rice is cooking, pound steak to V* inch 
thickness. Cut into Va inch strips. Sprinkle meat with 
paprika and allow to stand while preparing other in­ 
gredients. 
Using a large skillet, brown meat in butter. Add gar­ 
lic and broth. Cover and simmer 30 minutes. Stir in 
onions and green peppers. Cover and simmer five 
minutes more. 
Blend cornstarch, water and soy sauce. Stir into 
meat mixture. Cook, stirring until clear and thickened, 
about two minutes. Add tomatoes and stir gently. 
Serve over beds of fluffy rice. Serves six. 
For other recipes today, we rely again on our NEA 
food editor Aileen Claire. For those who like shrimp, 
and they are many: 


Fried Shrimp Chinese Style 


1 lb. uncooked shrimp, shelled and deveined 
1 tbsp. Dry Sack Sherry or apple cider 
1 tbsp. cornstarch 
V2 tsp. salt 
V4 tsp. ginger juice (ginger root squeezed through 
garlic press) 
2 cups peanut oil 
1 scallion, cut in 2-inch pieces 
3 slices fresh ginger root 
Combine shrimp with sherry, cornstarch, salt and 
ginger juice. Mix well. Refrigerate 30 minutes or

Heat peanut oil in wok or large skillet until hot (375 
degrees). Add scallion, ginger root and shrimp mix­ 
ture, stirring until shrimps are pink, about two or 
three minutes. Drain shrimp; discard ginger and 
scallion. Serve immediately. Makes four to six serv- 
ings.

Suggested for those on a diet is the following dessert 
to sooth the pangs. If you are dieting by cutting daily 
caloric intake, include a low calorie dessert on your 
menu. You can make one from nonfat dry milk, skim 
milk, egg whites and unflavored gelatin, pineapple 
juice and apricot nectar. It is attractive, refreshing 
and only about 70 calories per half cup. 


Pineapple-Apricot Gelato 
1 envelope unflavored gelatin 
V2 cup sugar 
V2 cup nonfat dry milk powder 
\Vz cups skim milk 
1/3 cup unsweetened pineapple juice 
1/3 cup apricot nectar 
2 egg whites 
In medium saucepan, mix unflavored gelatin, sugar 
and nonfat dry milk powder. Stir in milk. Place over 
low heat. Stir constantly until gelatin dissolves, about 
five minutes. 
Remove from heat, cool slightly and stir in juices. 
Pour into refrigerator freezer tray and freeze until 
firm. 
In large chilled bowl, beat gealtin mixture and egg 
whites at high speed until smooth and fluffy. Turn into 
9x5x3-inch loaf pan. Return to freezer and freeze. 
Makes about five and one half cups. Approximately 70 
calories per half cup serving.

CB Convac 


Tourism uses CB 
to help travelers

A CB HOT line? That’s what 
Maryland CBers are talking 
about. Or how about a Holiday 
Inn CB line? One of the latest 
improvements in the CB 
world involves travelers being 
able to use CB more effective­ 
ly If you haven’t been through 
Maryland this year then you 
may have missed one of the 
m ore o rig in al and best 
organized CB plans. 
M aryland’s Division of 
Tourist Development has 
started a program called CB 
HOT line (H elping Out 
Travelers). The program 
trains CB club members to 
give out reliable tourist infor­ 
mation via CB. 
And if you’re wondering 
about how these CB helpers 
are designated, well, they’ve 
thought of everything. Just 
look for bumper stickers say­ 
ing Maryland Travel Info, the 
CBer’s call numbers, and the 
channel monitored. 
The originator of the plan, 
Bob Willis, Maryland Tourist 
division director, says he 
happened to be travelling in a 
car with a CB, and heard 
someone asking directions 
“ by making an appeal over 
the air waves.” 
That “ appeal” may have led 
to the development of one of 
the most coordinated travel 
bureaus in the United States. 
But you may not have to go 
to Maryland to see the system 
in action. Willis says he was 
contacted by a governmental 
agency which would like to 
use the idea of a HOT Line 
nationwide. 
Could this be where CB is 
heading? CB was first planned 
for small business purposes 
and not for chit-chat, so 
perhaps Maryland is giving 
the rest of us a hint as to what 
will come 
It’s a great idea for those 
travelers who always leave 
the road map on the kitchen 
table. Or those who are a little 
too adventurous for their own 
good, and need help. 
There’s also the Holiday Inn 
trial run of CB going on in the 
Boston Area 
The plan has 
received both bad and good 
reviews from innkeepers, as 
well as guests. 
One Holiday Inn represen­ 
tative says the problem is the 
excess noise on CB. The base 
stations for the experiment 
were placed behind the main 
desk so the person working 
could hear the calls or give 
them Holiday Inn executives 
just couldn’t see the prac­ 
ticality of hiring someone only 
to monitor the CB action. 
But placing the unit near the 
lobby area has brought com­ 
plaints from guests who say 
it ’s too noisy and only 
aggravates them. And inn­ 
keepers 
aren’t saying 
anything good about its use 
yet. 
Holiday Inn people say 
they’re not trying to sell 
rooms by CB. but are simply 


trying to do a public service 
by giving travel conditions, 
directions and, if asked, room 
availability. 
Their main worry is that if 
the plan is put into effect then 
there is no reason why un­ 
professional innkeepers won’t 
take to the air waves to barter 
for the cheapest room. Their 
greatest hope would be that 
the FCC would help by es­ 
tablishing one channel for just 
this type information. 
There’s been no final word 
from the committee which 
decides if the world-wide 
chain will get ears. But if they 
do take to the airwaves it will 
benefit every CBer, from 
cam pers 
to 
tra v e llin g 
salesmen. 
With one state and a well 
known American institution 
getting into the CB routine, at 
least a few channels may get 
some badly needed organiza­ 
tion. 


Clawed frog may 
be getting bum rap 


R IV ER SID E, Calif. (U P I) - 
The African clawed frog, of 
ferocious name and reputation, 
may be getting a bum rap. 
The county has been trying to 
stamp out the foreign frogs, 
believing them to be a vicious 
predator, gobbling up the native 
frogs, fishes and other small 
creatures and proliferating 
dangerously. 
The frogs, native to Africa, 
have spread through rivers and 
canals from northern to south­ 
ern California. They need fear 
no predators in this country 
because no other animals c8n 
stomach their bodies, covered 
with a foul-smelling slime. 
Efforts to exterminate them 
with chemicals have not been 
effective. 
Finally. Riverside County 
paid $4.018 to two researchers 
from the San Diego Museum of 
N atural H istory to study 
methods of eliminating the 
frogs 
The researchers reported 
that the frogs do indeed go into 
a vicious biting frenzy when 
netted, the probable source of 
their reputation 
But if left 
alone dine mostly on snails and 
bugs, doing little damage to 
native frogs and fishes.

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Battle of troubled teams 
Conqs have new look for opener

When the Cabrillo Conqs meet the Arroyo Grande 
Eagles tomorrow night on the Eagles’ field at 8 
p m in the Northern League opener, both teams 
will know that they have only one way to go — up. 
The Eagles have an embarrassing 0-4 preleague 
record, including last week’s 46-8 loss to Soquel, a 4- 
A team from the Santa Cruz area. 
The Conqs, while playing an overall higher 
caliber of competition, haven’t done much better, 
posting a 1-3 record. 
It hasn't been a rosy preleague season for either 
squad In Arroyo Grande, the parents of some 
players are circulating petitions calling for the 
removal of head coach Tarvan Clark, whom 
petitioners blame for the Eagles’ woes. 
“ I ’m not surprised,” said Conq coach Ed 
Knowles, who readily admits that his own situation 
is a little less than comfortable. “ I’ve known 
Tarvin for a long time, and I think he’s a real good 
coach.” 


Arroyo's problem so far is similar to the Conqs’. 
Turnovers have been haunting both teams 
throughout the season. Both teams have been 
fumbling the ball away with agonizing consistency. 
To combat this, Knowles has made some changes 
in the Conqs’ basic veer formation. Against the 
Eagles, Cabrillo will get rid of the flanker and run 
two tight ends 
Mark Bowser will join Jim 
Dahlmann as a tight end. 


“ We feel this will simplify our offense. We 
haven’t been moving the ball too well, and we’ve 
had too many turnovers,” said Knowles. “ I’m sure 
everyone’s aware that we haven’t come up with any 
real big plays. 


“ Our new setup will give us a more balanced run­ 
ning attack to the left and right.” 
The Conqs have also replaced two thirds of their 
backfield. Taking over for Mark Westover at 
quarterback will be Derek Avillanoza, a junior with 
very limited varsity experience. 


Avillanoza was the starting quarterback on last 
year’s JV team. The 6-0, 185-pounder figured to be 
the back-up quarterback behind Kevin Ewing at the 
beginning of the year, but burst blood vessels and a 
case of gout has kept Avillanoza sidelined for most 
of the season. Ewing injured his shoulder and was 
out, and Westover was pressed into action. 
“ He (Avillanoza) is fully recovered now,” as­ 
sures Knowles. “ He has an excellent arm. and he’s 
not afraid to throw the ball.” 
Starting at left halfback will be Mark Haley. 
Haley will be the third Conq to go both ways, 
starting at linebacker already. 
“ He’ll be used primarly for blocking, but we 
won’t be afraid to give him the ball,” promised 
Knowles. 
The Conq defensive alignment will be much the 
same as it was last week in their 21-12 loss to 
Bishop Diego. 
Off the injured list is Adam Del Torto, who will 
start at right comerback. Victor Solomon will 


replace Curt Garman at right end and Garman will 
move to right guard. 
Arroyo Grande’s offense won’t be anything new 
to the Conq defense — it is almost identical to 
Cabrillo’s. 
Running their basic option will be quarterback 
Deeny Romero.

New York Manager Billy Martin im­ 
mediately named Ed Figueroa to start 
the final game for the Yankees, while 
Kansas City boss Whitey Herzog admit­ 
ted he had not looked past the fourth 
game and was undecided upon the 
Royals' starter. 
The Royals, whose hitting slumped 
drastically late in the season, finally got 
some playoff help from McRae and 
received an unexpected extra-base 
bonanza from 5-foot-4 Fred Patek, who 
doubled twice to drive home three runs. 
Jamie Quirk, a 21-year-old making his 
first start of the playoff as the Royals’ 
designated hitter, drove in two runs with 
a triple and a sacrifice fly and second 
baseman Cookie Rojas also made Herzog 
appear a wizard with a pair of singles 
and a sacrifice fly in his first start. 
The Yankees’ offense was composed 


almost solely of American League home- 
run leader Graig Nettles, who drove 
home three runs with a pair of homers 
despite playing with a right ankle 
swollen to almost twice its normal size 
by foul tips. 


Hunter, regarded by many as the best 
clutch pitcher in the game, was not sharp 
Wednesday, working with three days 
rest instead of his accustomed four.

NEW YORK (U PI) — All season long, little Fred­ 
die Patek has been quiet as a mouse 
A church mouse 


Deeply religious, the pale, high-strung Kansas 
City shortstop sits in his locker all by himself every 
day solemnly reading the Bible he carries with him 
everywhere. He generally reads it right up until 
game time If you look in his locker, you’ll find the 
Good Book there this evening. 


Freddie Patek doesn’t try to sell religion to any of 
the other Royal players, but they all know how big a 
part of his life it is to him. Whitey Hemg, the 
Royals’ manager, is a bear about one rule on the 
club No one, but no one, is permitted to skip bat­ 
ting practice. With one exception. Whitey Herzog 
allows Freddie Patek to miss batting practice on 
Sundays so he can go to church. 
Usually, Freddie Patek doesn’t have much to say. 
He astonished all the Royals by suddenly having a 
whole lot to say after Tuesday night’s 5-3 loss to the 
Yankees, a setback most of the Yankees privately 
felt had finished off the losers and left them for 
dead 


Freddie Patek felt the same way. 
With the clubhouse doors closed, and no newsmen 
in yet, Freddie Patek, the smallest player in the 
majors, drew himself up to his full five feet four in­ 
ches and told off the Royals the way nobody else 
ever had before 


“ You guys laid down out there,” he told them. 
“ We got three runs in the first inning and we had 
’em beat, but what did you do? You sat back and let 
’em take it away from us. You’re not hungry 
enough, not aggressive enough I’ll say it again— 
you laid down' I can’t believe you did it. We’re a 
better ball club than that You know it and I know 
it." 


Not on any royal champagne flight, either. 
It was a time now for action, and nobody had to 
show Freddie Patek the way. 


With two out and two on in the second inning, he 
lined a double to right center off Catfish Hunter to 
drive in two runs and then scored the third one 
himself on Buck Martinez’ single to center. Patek 
hustled so much leading off the seventh, he beat out 
a ground ball to the right side for his second hit, 
running so hard that he caused reliever Dick 
Tidrow, covering first, to drop Chris Chambliss’ 
throw Patek drove in the final run in Kansas City’s 
stay-alive 7-3 win with a sharp double to right field 
off Grant Jackson in the eighth.

Roared, the little guy the Royals call “ Midge,' had

On Wednesday at Yankee Stadium, there was no 
more time for any talking One more victory by the 
Yankees, and it would be all over. They’d be on 
their way to Cincinnati for the World Series and 
Whitey Herzog’s crew would head on back home. 
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Bom in Oklahoma City but raised near Houston, 
Patek had a tough time impressing any scouts 
because of his size They all told him the same 
thing. Too small. 
“ They’d say I wasn’t tall enough to play,” said 
the Royals’ 32-year-old shortstop Wednesday, “ and 
if I did play, I wouldn’t be durable enough. How did 
that make me feel? Only more determined ” 
One scout, Bob Zuk, now with Montreal, took a 
chance Zuk was scouting for Pittsburgh then and 
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after he signed Patek in 1966—no bonus, no 
nothing— the Pirates sent him to Gastonia in the 
Western Carolinas League. 
The Pirates brought him up in 1968, kept him 
around without ever playing him regularly for three 
seasons and then traded him to the Royals three 
years ago.

has a n e w plan 
PHOENIX (UPI) - Jimmy 
Carnes, former University of 
F lo rid a tra c k coach, was 
elected national chairman of 
the Amateur Athletic Union’s 
track and field com m ittee 
Wednesday and immediately 
proposed a three-point plan to 
aid American athletes. 
Carnes, who resigned the 
Florida position earlier this 
year to devote full time to his 
business interests, called for 
governm ent g ra n ts to in­ 
dividual athletes, corporation 
sponsorship of track clubs and a 
m ass participation program 
administered through recrea­ 
tion departments. He said adop­ 
tion of those proposals would 
keep the United States “on top 
of the heap” in international 
track competition. 
“ We’re the strongest nation 
there is in track and field,” 
Carnes said, noting the Ameri­ 
can men won six Olympic gold 
medals this year, more than 
any other nation. At the same 
time, he said, there is much to 
be done to improve track and 
field. 
“We could use government 
grants for individual athletes,” 
Carnes said. “ Sure, no one 
wants to give a man federal 
funds just to go out and throw 
the javelin or run the sprints, 
but why could’t there be a 
government grant for a man 
who could use it to continue his 
education and his track career 
as well.”

The 3,500 trout that have been 
planted in Lake Cachuma are 
starting to hit. According to 
reports, it is very easy to get 
limits of the nine to 10-inch 
rainbows. 
Most of the trout are still 
around the park area where 
they were released. Fishermen 
are hooking most of them with 
salmon eggs or cheese — the 
usual trout stuff. 
The catfish are still going for 
the big average although not too 
many have been taken in the 
last week. The ones that have 
are in the 10-pound range and 
are caught in Santa Cruz Bay, 
in back of the island and the 
narrows. The largest caught 
this week weighed in at 20% 
pounds. 
Bluegill and red ear fishing is 
very good still and a new lake 
re c o rd w as se t o v er the 
weekend. A red ear tipping the 
scales at two pounds, 12 and a 
half ounces was caught. 
Bass fishing is very slow, as 
is the holdover trout. The 
holdovers are down very deep, 
about 100 feet. 
The lake boating hours are 
now 7 a.m. to 6:30 p.m. 
Bass fishing has done a com­ 
plete turnaround at Lopez Lake. 
They are now com ing in 
regularly and good sized. The 
heat has been too much for the 
trout and they are down very 
deep with no plantings in sight. 


The albacore are back out of 
Port San Luis, and they are 
very close. The boats have been 
going out only 35 miles com- 
plared to the normal 40 to 60. 
The average catch is about two 
fish per rod, with a top weight 
of 37 pounds for the lasf week. 
The average dipped slightly this 
week but is expected to climb 
again. 
Only one boat is running at 
Santa Barbara’s Sea Landing, 
with the other laid up for 
repairs. Still they are catching 
good rockfish 
out at the 
islands 
The latest word from private 
boat owners in that area is that 
there are still halibut on the 
coast.

$1.5 million libel 
action hits UFW

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
The United Farm Workers 
Union is the defendant in a $1.5 
million lawsuit charging libel of 
a Salinas rancher 
The action, filed in Superior 
Court Wednesday, claims the 
union libeled William O. Garin 
in its newspaper and on a poster 
which said he used child labor 
in picking onions and used old 
pesticide cans for harvesting 


Garin, president of the Garin 
Co., also sought a restraining 
order to block distribution of 
the E l M alcriado and the 
U FW ’s posters. 


The newspaper, printed on 
Sept. 17, and the posters, dis­ 
tributed throughout the state, 
contained a picture of a child, 
using an empty pesticide can 
and picking onions. The caption 


said the child was working in 
108-degree temperature in Met- 
tler, Kern County, in July 1976 
Richard J 
W all, the San 
Francisco lawyer representing 
Garin, said his client main­ 
tained about 1.400 acres near 
Mettler and during the past 
summer only cotton and let­ 
tuce were being grown there. 
His main farm. Wall said, was 
near Salinas 
Garin said that the workers 
at his Mettler operation have 
been covered by the Teamsters 
Union since 1970 and he has 
never used child workers there 
And, he said, no such cans were 
used for his lettuce crop 
Cesar Chavez, president of 
the UFW . and Cathy Murphy, 
the photographer who took the 
picture, were also named as 
defendants in the suit 
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Harrises refuse to 
plead in kidnaping 
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OAKLAND, Calif. (U P I) - 
William and Em ily Harris, 
rejecting their court-appointed 
attorneys, refused to enter 
pleas Wednesday to charges 
that they kidnaped newspaper 
heiress Patricia Hearst. 
Alameda County Superior 
Court Judge Alan A. Lindsay 
set Oct. 28 as a new arraign­ 
ment date for the couple. The 
Harrises are accused of taking 
part in the kidnap of Miss 
Hearst from her Berkeley, 
Calif., apartment Feb 4,1974. 
He also ordered a hearing on 
that date to determine whether 
the Symbionese Liberation 
Army couple should be granted 
their choice of attorneys. 
Harris, 31. who appeared 
separately from his wife, asked 
for attorney Leonard Wein- 
glass, the same attorney who 
represented him at an earlier 
trial in Los Angeles in which he 
and his wife were sentenced to 
11 years to life in prison for a 
crime spree there. 
Mrs 
Harris, 29, said she 
wanted to be represented by 
San Francisco area attorney 
Susan Jordan and also have the 
right to consult with Weinglass 
Both court-appointed attor­ 
neys for the Harrises, Michael 
Ballachey and Lincoln Mintz, 
said they agreed with the SLA 
couple that they should have the 
lawyers of their choice. 
The judge repeatedly refused 
to allow the Harrises to speak 
during the court session, but 
they spoke out anyway. 
“ You’re sick, you’re sick,’’ 
Harris told Lindsey at one 
point. 
Mrs. Harris said: “ I consider 
myself unrepresented. I must 
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speak for myself. The court is 
preventing me from speaking 
and I have heard no reason why 
that should be. It defies com­ 
mon sense.” 
Mrs. Harris also complained 
of her treatment at Oakland 
City Ja il and said through Mintz 
that documents passed between 
her and a woman attorney were 
seized. 
Miss Hearst. a fugitive com­ 
panion with the SLA couple for 
18 months, has testified that she 
was hit with a rifle butt when 
the kidnaping occurred. A con­ 
viction of kidnaping with bodily 
injury could mean a life 
sentence without the possibility 
of parole for the Harris couple. 
Miss Hearst was sentenced 
Sept 24 to seven years in prison 
for taking part in the SLA rob­ 
bery of a San Francisco bank 
and will be eligible for parole in 
15‘/2 months.

BA K ER SFIELD (U P I) - A 
growers organization has filed 
suit challenging new regula­ 
tions for agricultural employe 
wages, hours and working con­ 
ditions. 
Attorneys for the Western 
Growers Association Wednes­ 
day asked the Superior Court to 
delay enforcement of the new 
provisions until their suit, ask­ 
ing that the provisions be struck 
down, is settled. 
The new orders, proposed by 
the California Industrial Wel­ 
fare Commission and scheduled 
to go into effect Monday, would 
require overtime pay when 
employes work more than 10 
hours a day or 60 hours a week 
and also would prohibit em­ 
ployes from working more than 
seven consecutive days without 
a full day off. 
The orders establish a mini­ 
mum wage of $2.50 per hour. A 
growers 
spokesman said the 
association is not opposing the 
wage provision and that most of 
its members’ employes now 
earn more than that. 
The association issued a 
statement which said. “ We 
believe the commission exceed­ 
ed its authority when it ruled 
that some collective bargaining 
agreements in other industries 
were all right in their treat­ 
ment of overtime provisions, 
while ours were thrown out. 
This seriously impedes our 
ability to negotiate contracts 
when we face the threat of the 
IWC subsequently overruling 
those sections it doesn't like.” 
The association said it was 
particularly unhappy with the 
limit placed on the maximum 
number of consecutive days an 
employe could work It said the 
limit could cause extensive los­ 
ses of crops which must be 
harvested within a limited 
time

C/oud-seed 
service ok’d 
by Marin 


SAN R A F A E L (U P I) - 
Authorities will pay $16,000 for 
a cloud-seeding scheme which 
is expected to increase parched 
Marin County’s annual rainfall 
by three inches, it was decided 
Wednesday. 
Directors of Marin Municipal 
Water District, whose reser­ 
voirs are only 29 per cent full, 
adopted the plan by unanimous 
vote despite some hesitation 
over whether nearby counties 
would suffer if it worked 
“ If you extract 10 per cent 
more rain from a storm in 
Marin, that means 10 per cent 
less for some other county,” 
said Director Richard Boyland. 
However, beginning Dec. 15, 
three generators along Bolinas 
Ridge will discharge silver 
iodide to chemically excite 
storm clouds. 
“ It’s the areas up to 100 miles 
away that might be slightly 
deprived — maybe Sacramento 
or Stockton” said district 
engineer Bernie Heare. But he 
added the drop in rainfall 
“ would be so insignificant that 
nobody would hardly notice.” 


Wage freeze puts 275 U.S. 
officials' pay below aides 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Be­ 
cause of Congress’ election- 
year freeze on pay raises for 
top level government officials, 
275 federal executives now earn 
less than 20,000 of their subor­ 
dinates. 
One official, complaining of 
the policy, said it was “ not 
smart government... not smart 
economics ... not smart any­ 
thing.” 
The Civil Service Commis­ 
sion, which confirmed the 
figures, says that as a result of 
the freeze, significant numbers 
of top-flight government talent 
left government service last 
year for better paying jobs in 
the private sector. 
For many, a generous gov­ 
ernment pension also has been 
an incentive for early retire­ 
ment. 
Francis Mulhern left his 
$37,800-a-year post as director 
of 
the 
A g ric u ltu re 
D epartm ent’s Anim al and 
Plant Health Inspection Service 
after 33 years with the agency 
because some 100 of his senior- 
level subordinates were earning 


up to $39,600 a year. 
Mulhern took a $45,000 tax- 
free job with the United Na­ 
tions in Rome. 
Last year, in a letter to the 
secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare, Social Security 
Commissioner James B. Card- 
well complained of losing “ nine 
out of our top 19 supergrade 
posts at one time — in the midst 
of one of the heaviest workload 
and policy choice periods ever 
faced by SSA.” 
Cardwell said “ all of the 
retirees cite dollars and cents 
advantages of retirement over 
work (and the lack of any 
prospect for a raise in federal 
salaries) as at least one of their 
reasons for retiring now. Seven 
out of nine cite the federal 
salary versus retirement in­ 
creases as the only reason for 
leaving at this time.” 
Noting that those departing 
will “ draw high retirement in­ 
comes compared to their pre­ 
sent fixed salary,” Cardwell 
remarked, “ This is not smart 
government. It ’s not smart 
economics. For that matter, 


it’s not smart anything.” 


Much of the existing problem 
began last year when members 
of Congress included themsel­ 
ves, judges and top level ex­ 
ecutive branch officials in the 
cost-of-living increase system. 


But they have been sensitive to 
voter criticism of the move, 
and kept the option of killing all 
or part of the increases which 
were designed to be automatic. 


Congress froze these upper 
level categories again this year 
but allowed government work­ 
ers in the lower levels the an­ 
nual pay hike. 


Thus, federal employes are 
being constantly shoved upward 
and now surpass administrators 
and executives in the so-called 
Executive-5 level — men and 
women earning up to $37,800 
since 1969. 


While final figures are not 
compiled for this year, the CSC 
says prelim inary statistics 
show “ We seem to be closer to 
normal this past year.”

M R. — Try a water softening compound 
on your floor, using about one-fourth cup of the com ­ 
pound to a gallon of hot water.

If need be, the water softening 
compound could be left on the dampened floor for 
several hours and then rinsed off. If the cem ent does not 
clean up as well as you would like, it may have to be 
painted with cem ent paint. 
A com m ercial household deodorant should freshen the 
smoke filled air quicker than anything else.

Jackie Wilson was one of 
the finest showmen in pop 
music, an opinion shared by 
fans and performers alike. He 
was one of the most influen­ 
tial singers of popular rhythm 
and blues, and was at the 
forefront when so-called black 
music began to sell in big 
numbers. 
He lies now in a hospital 
bed, barely sentient, having 
suffered a massive heart at­ 
tack and stroke while onstage 
at the Latin Casino in Cherry 
Hills, N.J., a little more than 
a year ago. He fell during the 
climax of “ Lonely Tear­ 
drops,” and his voice has been 
silent since then. 
Now perhaps his spirits 
have been lifted higher. A 
well-attended 
benefit, 
organized by the Spinners, and 
complemented by a host of 
soul music groups, top televi­ 
sion and radio personalities, 
raised nearly $70,000 on 
Wilson's behalf. 
The Latin Casino was sold 
out, and all the $ 100 top tickets 
were purchased by various 
recording companies. The 
audience was treated to a 
show they’re not likely to see 
again 
Six acts performed sets of 
approximately 20 minutes 
each. New York City’s B.T. 
Express, known best for their 
hard-driving disco sound, 
opened the show and played 
their two big hits, “Express” 
and “Do It,” without their 
female vocalist Barbara 
Joyce. Since they hardly sing 
anyway, the loss was not ap­ 
parent. 
Stephanie Mills rushed from 
a matinee of “The Wix” to 
sing several songs, including 
“Ease on Down.” Mills has an 
incredible instrument, that 
voice, but she has been too 


carefully trained and applies 
too much theatrical technique 
in her singing. 
A meeting of Don Cornelius 
and Dick Clark — that’s Soul 
Train meets American Bands­ 
tand — and a film of Jackie 
Wilson selected from Clark’s 
TV archive preceded a short 
visit by soul singer A1 Green. 
Green, a recently ordained 
minister, originally declined 
to sing, but he did an a capella 
version of “ L et’s Stay 
Together.” Green is a per­ 
former who has incorporated 
Jackie Wilson’s influence into 
his own idiosyncratic style, 
and he paid a debt of gratitude 
by donating $10,000 to the 
Jackie Wilson Fund. 
Sister Sledge, four sisters 
from Philadelphia, followed 
with a breezy, upbeat set, and 
Harold Melvin and the 
Bluenotes, sans super-shouter 
Teddy Pendergrass, just 
couldn't get on the track. 
The Spinners, who donated 
$5,000 in addition to covering 
all the performing costs, 
played enthusiastically to a 
captive audience. They are 
great showmen who never fail 
to generate excitem ent 
onstage. They too played a 
medley of their hits, from 
their current, ‘‘The Rubber- 
band Man,” to their classic, 
“Mighty Love.” 
Jackie Wilson would have 
been proud of them — as 
everyone in attendance was 
proud to have been there to 
share in hope and prayer that 
Wilson would recover. 


Stomn Y am ash’t, the 
Japanese theater-rocker, has 
hooked up with some of the 
W estern w orld’s b etter 
rockers, on a project titled 
“Go.” He has enlisted the 
voice of Stevie Winwood, the 


drums of Michael Shrieve (ex- 
Santana), and added his own 
electronic circuitry to shape a 
most interesting musical 
meeting. It’s available on 
record now, and Stomu 
Yamash'ta reports he soon 
will tour with “Go” in the 
United States, and perhaps 
even conclude with a 
Broadway theater engage­ 
ment. “It is an ambitious 
P 
roject, but all the musicians 
iked it, musically and 
theatrically. We’re going 
slowly and carefully with it. I 
don’t like to go boom.” 
Peter Frampton has broken 
Carole King’s record of 14 
weeks at Number One on the 
charts. His “Frampton Comes 
Alive” has outsold King’s 
“Tapestry” in a similar nine 
month period at number 1, 
and his is a double-record 
set. . . . Joe Cocker made 
two impromptu appearances 
at a New York club, Mikell’s 
before his appearance on last 
week’s Saturday Night Live, 
and they were impressive 
shows. His troubles of late 
have been well-publicized, and 
Joe’s downward spiral from 
his days as a million-record 
seller has left him looking the 
worse for it. His record com­ 
pany is considering the axe. 
But he showed that his voice 
still has the power to cut and 
shred with tremendous force, 
even with a limited range and 
shaky stage presence. There 
was a heartfelt feeling all 
around that Cocker can pull 
through his current low. 
Bryan Ferry’s “Heart on 
My Sleeve” is the best single 
we’ve heard this year, though 
you’re not likely to hear it un­ 
less you request it. This is 
known as the toughest time of 
year to “break” a single on 
AM radio, and so the tight 


playlists play into the hands of 
the proven AM supersellers. 
Ferry, ex-Roxy Music 
mainstay, is branded FM. Too 
bad. He’s got what it takes to 
be heard everywhere. Check 
out his new album, “Let’s 
Stick Together.”

Political hot potato! 


Through the years, the school board 
has often been sounded out for support of 
legislative bills, or for approval for some 
political idea. Usually, but not always 
the board has declined to act, especially 
if the item before it is outside the field of 
education. Once that decision has been 
made, the item, the bill, the idea or 
whatever, goes into its 
own peculiar state of 
oblivion. 
A week, a 
month later the whole 
thing is forgotten.

before it a request for 
support from the City 
of Carpintería involv­ 
ing a move to get the 
Board of Supervisors 
to study the impact of 
growth policies on the 
county. As usual the 
tru stees declined to 
act. In the words of 
both Gail Steiger and Jack Helman and 
later concurred in by Karl Braun and 
Barbara Berg, the item was too far 
afield from education (Richard Jacoby 
was absent). 
That ended that, but the idea is not go­ 
ing to die. The Carpintería resolution 
was handed to the supervisors who in 
turn turned it over to the county ad­ 
m inistrative officer for analysis and 
report back. 
The county’s AO reportedly will 
collect some pertinent facts and then ask 
the supervisors how to proceed. Initial 
signs are that the project is several 
times bigger in scope and cost than was 
first surmised by the good Carpintería 
city council members. 
Here is the nub of the resolution: “ ... 
that the County of Santa Barbara be 
requested to promptly authorize and con­ 
duct a comprehensive and impartial 
study of econom ic, social and en­ 
vironmental im pacts of growth policies 
within the county of Santa Barbara and 
its constitutent cities, including, but not 
limited to, the effects thereof on low and 
fixed income groups such as minorities, 
the young, the poor and the elderly ’’ 
An aide in the county adm inistrator’s 
office told this reporter Tuesday that a 
proposal would now go forward to the 
supervisors for a countywide economic 
study with dem ographic factors in­ 
cluded. But, the aide noted there was 
some language in the Carpintería resolu­ 
tion that would be winnowed out. 
The side didn’t say what those words 
were, but here are a couple of guesses: 
The resolution talks about “ the en­ 
vironm ental 
fa c to rs of re stricte d 
growth,” and their impact on home 
values, tax rates, jobs and whether some 
policies might, perhaps, “ have the effect 
of driving from the community certain 
people who are now residing in the 
a r e a ;’ ’ and the resolution notes in 


another “ Whereas: ... growth policies 
should not be fully implemented without 
a full investigation of their effects and 
the results thereof known by officials of 
governmental agencies...” 
Steiger noted Tuesday that the resolu­ 
tion could be read a number of ways. One 
way, advanced by this reporter is that 
the Carpinteria resolution reflects the 
schism between the growth forces and 
the no-growth forces; between those who 
want state water imported into the 
county and those who don’t; between 
those who want to use water as an an­ 
tigrowth tool and those who deplore such 
tactics; between those who want the 
right to divide their lands according to 
the zoning that they have been paying 
for, perhaps for years, and those who 
want to mount the ram parts against any 
further land division; between those who 
are pressing for more and more water 
from the finite supply of Lake Cachuma 
and those, particularly in the Santa 
Ynez-Lompoc valleys who are nearing 
the point where they too are ready to 
mount the ram parts in defense of their 
riparian rights, conjunctive use concepts 
or no. 
To bring the whole thing back into the 
more reasonable focus, the Carpinteria 
resolution reflects many of the frustra­ 
tions and the crucial struggles of our 
time. 


WASHINGTON — Ju st as German sub­ 
marines preferred to strike at dawn or 
dusk, the special interests have found 
that the best time to torpedo legislation 
is during the end-of-the-season rush. 
Then the legislators are so impatient 
to adjourn Congress and head for home 
that they don’t often bother to scrutinize 
the fine print. The ac­ 
tion is also too fast for 
the public to follow. 
Earlier this month, 
Congress closed down 
for the 1976 season, 
and the smoke is now 
begin n in g to c le a r 
from the adjournment 
rush. 
Many of the 
d e p artin g c o n g re s­ 
sm en m ay be su r­ 
prised to learn that 
they left the Federal 
Renegotiation 
Board 
on the shoals. 
This agency should 
be the scurge of the 
big defense contrac­ 
tors. Potentially, it 
could recover hundreds of millions in ex­ 
cess profits that the munitions m akers 
had squeezed from the taxpayers. 
This had made mem bers of Congress 
apprehensive about the Renegotiation 
Board Every weapons system is sup­ 
ported by a formidable lobby, composed 
of the military brass who believe in it. 
the contractors who manufacture the 
component parts, the workers who put 
them together and the congressmen 
whose district enjoy the economic 
benefits 
The bond between the congressmen 
and the contractors has been made all 
the tighter by a steady flow of campaign 
contributions. 
Many con gressm en , 
therefore, support the contractors who 
pick the taxpayers' pockets rather than 
the agency that guards against the cor­ 
porate pickpockets. 
Democrats and Republicansalike have 
conspired to limit the powers of the 
Renegotiation Board. But Sen. William 
Proxmire. D-Wis., a foe of Pentagon 
waste, has sought to strengthen the 
board He sponsored a bill that would 
have m ade the board a perm anent 
agency and would have given it tough 
subpoena and inspection powers over 
contractors 
The Proxmire m easure would also 
have wiped out special loopholes in­ 
tended to protect the oil industry and 
would have increased the penalties upon 
the profiteers 
It was awkward for any member of 
Congress to oppose these reform s in the 
open On the Senate floor, even the oil in­ 
dustry's most staunch friend in the 
Senate, Russell Long, D-La . agreed to 
hold hearings 
Subsequently, the reform m easure was 
skillfully steered through the House by 
Rep Joseph Minish, D-N.J. But Long 
never got around to scheduling the 
Senate hearings he had promised 


In desperation, Proxm ire sent a 
private, urgent “ Dear Colleague” letter 
to his fellow senators. It’s against the 
rules of the Senate for one senator to dis­ 
parage another or to question his 
motives. So Proxm ire, complying with 
senatorial courtesy, accused Long of 
welshing in the kindliest language. He 
noted delicately that Long “ had not got­ 
ten around’’ to the bill. 
But in firm er tones, Proxm ire urged 
that the bill be taken up in the closing 
days of Congress There could be billions 
of the taxpayers’ money at stake, he felt. 
For a brief time, it appeared that he 
might marshal enough votes to pass the 
reforms. 
Then Long, exercising his prerogatives 
as Senate Finance Committee chairman, 
blocked the bill Rather than risk letting 
it pass, he simply permitted the entire 
board to die as a federal agency. 
As of now, the Renegotiation Board 
continues to function on old cases But 
theoretically, it doesn’t even exist. It has 
funds to keep it going into next year But 
at least until Congress can reinstitute it 
in January, all its actions are subject to 
challenge. 
The arm am ents industry, meanwhile 
has won another victory over the tax­ 
payers. 
GOODBYE HARLEY; In the past, we 
have written about a powerful but almost 
anonvmous Senate aide named Harley 
Dirks

LONDON — For nearly two years a 
variety of attem pts have been made — so 
far in vain — to bring about a workable 
understanding between the developed 
and developing nations. Not only aid but 
adjustment of the price of exports by the 
affluent to the poor nations have been the 
subject of interminable discussions in 
various parts of the 
world 
For countries whose 
p e o p le 
liv e 
in 
desperate poverty it is 
not merely a question 
of development but of 
survival 
But the constraints 
on giving have grown 
in recent years. Here 
in Britain the crisis 
over the economy and 
the fall of the pound 
have m ade aid dif­ 
ficult if not impossible 
e v e n 
th o u g h 
th e 
hum anitarian 
inten­ 
tion is still strong 
The shocking fact is 
that two affluent nations, Japan and the 
United States, accounting for 52 per cent 
of the GNP of the 17 development as­ 
sistance groups in the World Bank, are 
responsible for more than two-thirds of 
the sh o rtfall in the World B an k’s 
development program. 
In the United States, as one result of a 
kind of neo-isolationism. trade barriers 
have been in creasin gly thrown up 
against the products — notably textiles 
and clothes — of developing nations. 
The stark truth today is that the world 
stands at a great divide between rich and 
poor This can spell turmoil, violence, 
revolution, unless far greater m easures 
are taken to bridge the gap between the 
two sides The threat of m assive race 
war in Africa is only one manifestation 
of the stark reality of poverty and 
deprivation since the blacks, whether 
they are the victims of apartheid or 
whether they live in desperately poor 
developing nations, are part of the 
750,000,000 or more human beings who 
exist close to the starvation line. 
In a speech he is to make in Manila 
next week Robert M cNamara, President 
of the W orld B an k, sp e a k s with 
remarkable frankness of the great divide 
the world confronts. 
Those who have seen drafts of the 
speech, two months in preparation, say it 
puts up to the governors of the bank and 
delegates from all over the world in their 
annual meeting an either-or presenta­ 
tion. 
Either the developed nations, and the 
rich est am ong them , accept their 
responsibility for greatly increasing aid 
to the developing countries, or they face 
an increasing breakdown of world order 
that cannot be confined within the rural 


slums of South Asia or the barnos of 
Latin America 
And time, it is plain, is rapidly running 
out. 
McNamara is said to suggest a kind of 
global compact based on both sides ac­ 
cepting their resp o n sib ilities. The 
developing and middle-income countries 
must make sure that the aid which does 
come benefits the poorest at the bottom 
of the heap and is not diverted to a 
minority that has begun to acquire at 
least relative affluence 
Often before the head of the World 
Bank has prodded the rich to share with 
the developing poor and this is par­ 
ticu larly true with resp ect to the 
lethargy of the United States Congress in 
coming through with the Am erican 
allocation to IDA, the Bank s Inter­ 
national Development Assistance sub­ 
sidiary specializing in soft loans. But 
those working with him say that this 
time he leaves no doubt of the choice. 
The worldwide recession, spurred by 
the jump in oil prices, has had not a little 
to do with the slackening of aid High un­ 
employment figures have caused belt- 
tightening at home as well as aboard 
The plight of the people of color who 
have come here from Britain’s former 
colonies is a sad example of the con­ 
straints of a worsening economy TTiey 
are regarded with suspicion and distrust 
by the jobless who feel they are usurping 
the place of native Britons who should 
come first not only in the right to jobs 
but in housing and other benefits of a 
welfare state 
In any event, the warning sign is 
planted at the fork of the road. In one 
direction the difficulties are great 
Governments must be persuaded that 
they cannot shirk their obligations 
Public opinion must be persuaded that a 
few hundred millions cannot live isolated 
on a plateau of prosperity while down 
below, in a quagmire of poverty, disease, 
hunger and despair take their toll. This 
will be far from easy, if only because it 
means the necessary will to face the 
facts of a divided world. 
About the other direction there can be 
no question It is a disaster if the present 
drift continues, sheer disaster. The 
revolution of rising expectations, as 
Adlai Stevenson put it, will become the 
rising revolt of those who will no longer 
accept the fate of poverty and hunger

I have had my biological clockwork put 
to the test again, and the clock won while 
the rest of my anatomy lost. 
In other words, last week I had my 
semiannual encounter with jet lag, the 
term that has come to be used for the 
down-and-out feeling that results from a 
flight from one coast to the other and 
which is a signal that 
our biological clock 
has not caught up with 
the day-and-night cy­ 
cles of a different time 
zone. 
M y 
t r e k 
to 
Washington was a lit­ 
tle more complicated 
than usual this time 
because there were no 
con n ectin g 
flig h ts 
from nearby airports 
that would have put 
me into Los Angeles 
international on Mon­ 
day morning in time to 
reach Washington by 
the time my meetings 
started. 
The result was that I had to catch what 
West Coast congressmen and others who 
travel frequently between here and the 
capital call, with not too much affection, 
“ The Red Eye Special.” This leaves 
LAX at about 9:30 Sunday night, which is 
12:30 a m Monday by Washington time. 
There is a stopover at Dallas-Fort Worth 
Regional Airport for about an hour 
before continuing to Washington for a 
6:57 a.m. arrival. 
Once you have made the trip, there is 
no question as to why it is called “ The 
Red E ye.” 
The first three days in Washington are 
murder The meetings I attended ran un­ 
til about 10:30 at night, resuming at 8 
a m the next day. That’s not so bad, ex­ 
cept that when it is 10:30 p.m . in 
Washington, my Pacific Coast biological 
clock says it is only 7:30 p.m. and does 
not want to go to sleep until its usual 
time of retirement. 
Unfortunately, my Pacific Daylight 
Time retirement of 11 p.m. is 2 a.m . in 
Washington, which does not jibe at all 
with a 7 a m EDT get-up time, which is 
only 4 a m. in Lompoc. 
It had not occurred to me that there 
was anything anyone could do about this 
situation other than endure it and then 
undergo the sam e problem in reverse 
upon returning home a week later, after 
the biological clock had adjusted to 
EDT 
Now, however, com es a gentleman 
named Durward D. Skiles of the Univer­ 
sity of California at Los Angeles who 
says that our internal “ bioclocks" may 
be influenced by changes in the earth's 
magnetic fields. 
Dr Skiles has received a 135.000 grant 
from the National Science Foundation to 
u n d ertak e a tw o-year study into 
biomagnetism which may provide some 
insight into the jet lag problem, if not a 
solution to it. 
Dr Skiles says that if a human being 
or an animal is put into a cave where 
there is no key to what time it might be. 
the subject will continue to function on a 
24-hour cycle This is proof, he says, that 
there is an internal clock. Some scien­ 
tists feel, he says, that the subject would 
still be receiving cues from the environ­ 
m ent, possibly a variation in the 
magnetic field 
If Dr Skiles determines that changes 
in the magnetic field do indeed have an 
effect on our bioclocks, “ then we must 
admit the possibility that geomagnetism 
influences other aspects of physiology 
and behavior in humans and anim als,” 
he says. 
Previous studies over the past 20 years 
have proved inconclusive, controversial 
or contradictory, he adds 
Dr Skiles will use a kangaroo rat and a 
cockroach for his studies They will live 
in large metal cylinders which complete­ 
ly shield them from external magnetic 
fields. 
The cylinders will contain coils that 
can set up magnetic fields of varying in­ 
tensities and instruments to m easure the 
anim als periods of activity and rest 
Dr. Skiles did not go any further into 
the possible applications of the findings 
of his investigation, but it is not hard to 
imagine what might em erge 
The h eadgear for co ast-to-coast 
travelers in the future easily could be 
some Buck Rogersish bubble-top with a 
dial over the left ear that would allow 
someone from the West Coast to set the 
magnetic field to what it would be at the 
latitude and longtitude of his destination 
and voila! Instant adjustment of the 
bioclock to the new time zone! 
M eanw hile, 
until 
my ad ju stab le 
headgear arrives, you’ll have to excuse 
me while I go take a nap
